T h e 
Board o f Regents of the Uni­ 


versity met yesterday and the most im­ 
portant matter that c a m e before them 


was the question o f charging a tuition 


fee for students of $25 per year. T h e 


matter h a d been 
referred 
sometime 


since to the Finance 
Committee and 


they reported favorably upon it. When 


it came up yesterday it was bitteriy op­ 


posed by Regents Martin and Foote, 


who 
held that it would work an injury 


upon the University that could never 


be obliterated, and they further stated 
that the young men and women of the 


past were educated free of charge and 
that it would be an injustice, especially 


during the present hard times, to com 


mence charging fees. 
T h e students 


who 
have been 
examined tor entrance 


and 
those w h o will come from ac­ 


credited schools expected to get their 


tuition free in the University, and he 


believed that they should be entitled 


to a free education. 


After 
considerable 
discussion, pro 


and con, the matter was laid over until 


next meeting. 
T h e desire to charge a 


fee is a desire of the Board to cover a 


deficiency of $15,00a. 
W e would sug­ 


gest that the salaries of a large number 


of Professors and especially that of the 


President, be reduced for a year and 


then the deficit could be made up with­ 


out 
impairing the usefulness of the 


University, 
which tuition fee surely 


will do. In recommending that the 


salaries o f the Professors be reduced 


for one year, w e d o not urge it in a 


spirit of malice, but in a spirit of jus­ 


tice.

It is going to be a very hard 


struggle for a large number of the stu­ 


dents to g o through the University 


course, as the expense of board and 


lodging, laundry, uniforms, books, and 


other college expenses are very 
great. 


A d d to this $25 per year and the bur­ 


den is more than some of them can 


bear. 
T h e r e is one young lady attend­ 


ing the University who is an orphan 


and has no means 
whatever to carry 


her through the University except one 


of the Hearst scholarships, which has 


heretofore amounted to $25 per month. 


T h i s has paid her board and lodging, 


and her clothing and books has been 


earned by her needle. 
N o w these 


scholarships have been reduced to $20 


per month and with the chances that 


a tuition fee of $25 per year will be 


charged, it simply 
means that 
this 


young lady will have to leave college 


and, instead of gratifying her ambition 


to become a teacher, she will have to 


ply her needle or work in some kitchen. 


T h e 
State University was founded in 


order that the poor 
might 
have the 


same advantages as the rich, and it is 


unjust as well as poor policy to charge 


a tuition fee and thus close the doors 


of the University to the poor but de­ 


serving young men and women ot our 


Stale. 


T o them she should 
d e v o ! f her w h o l e 


life.

JOHN 
BULL'S MEANNESS TOWARD A 


FOREMOST INVENTOR. 


All Thing* British Tried Hard to Cnuh 


the DisooTerer of the "Beaseiner Proo- 
eu"—The Oreat Change Wrought by the 
Invention—Beuemer*a Safety Stamp. 


The inventor of the celebrated "Bes­ 
semer process" is the most modest of 
men, shunning rather than courting ob­ 
servation. A few years since he was 
sometimes to be seen taking a "consti­ 
tutional" in the neighborhood of his un­ 
pretentious abode at Denmark Hill, in 
England, but the venerable gentleman 
with the benevolent face, in the old 
fashioned frock coat an^L voluminous, 
many folded ohoker neckcloth, is now 
rarely seen even by his immediate neigh - 
bora. 


The 
British public, the British gov­ 
ernment and British manufacturers did 
their very best at one time to crush one 
of the most useful men ever born in 
Britain, and failed ignominionsly. Shef­ 
field laughed at him, and Woolwich gave 
him the official cold shoulder, but Shef 
field and Woolwich would be crippled 
indeed at the present time were it not 
for " B e s s e m e r steel." 
Yet, even now, 
although foreign potentates have show­ 
ered crosses and stars upon bim, the 
English government has not conferred 
upon h i m any honor more 
important 
than an ordinary knighthood, and this 
in spite of the fact that he has created 
one of the largest and most important 
industries in the World. 


Suiiitt fascinating 
c a l c u l a l i u n B , made 
by Hir Henry himself, prove that one 
year's 
production 
of Bessemer steel 
might be represented by a solid column 
16% 
times the height of St. Paul'8 ca­ 
thedral, and as thick through as an or­ 
dinary gasometer—about 100 feet. 


Henry Bessemer, son of the late Mr. 
Anthony Bessemer, was born in Hert­ 
fordshire in the year 1813. His earlier 
years were devoted to art, and we find 
that he was an exhibitor at the Royal 
academy at tho age of 20. A t this early 
age he had discovered a means by which 
impressions of the designs on coins, 
medals and other reliefs conld be repro­ 
duced in any numbers on cardboard. 
Some of his work in this line is still ex­ 
tant, and when specimens come into the 
market they bring high prices. 


This led him indirectly to a more 
important invention. He discovered that 
the government of the time was robbed 
to the tune of £ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 per annum by 
unscrupulous 
persons, who were in the 
habit o f removing the embossed duty 
stamps on legal and other documents 
and using the same again. 
Young Bes­ 
semer invented the useful little contriv­ 
ance by which the stamp is embossed on 
the paper or parchment of the document 
itself, and submitted it t o the then chief 
of the stamp department at Somerset 
House. 


The 
potentate in question saw the ad­ 
vantage of this system at a glance, and 
soon afterward the authorities expressed 
their willingness to make use of it. A 
pretty little story is connected with this 
invention. 
When his model was com­ 
pleted, Bessemer showed it to the young 
lady to whom he was then engaged. Her 
first comment upon it showed that she 
was well fitted to become the wife of an 
inventor. She said: 


" Y e s , I understand this, but surely, if 
all 
stamps had a date put upon them, 
they could not at a future time be used 
agtrin without detection." 


This proved a very valuable sugges­ 
tion, for Bessemer soon hit upon the idea 
of a steel die with a space for a movable 
date, and in that form his invention was 
adopted by the authorities. 
Will i t be 
credited that he never received a solitary 
farthing from the government for his 
services or the use of his invention? 


Such is nevertheless the fact, and 
when he hinted mildly at legal remedies 
he was told by the solicitor to the stamp 
department 
that he was entitled to no 
compensation, inasmuch as he had pre­ 
sented his invention to the government 
gratis! 
This was at a time, too, when 
he was by no means well off, when in­ 
deed Jje lacked the necessary money to 
set 
up housekeeping with the clever 
young lady whose brilliant suggestion 
hud rofralted in a perfect stamping ma­ 
chine ! He received many generous prom­ 
ises from various ministers, of course, 
but one government went out of power 
after another, and to this day he has 
never been compensated in any shape or 
form. 


A man of vast wealth now, S i r Henr» 
Bessemer can afford to regard the trou 
bles of that period of his life with com­ 
parative 
indifference, though he has 
since had more ample reason to cherish 
a dislike for all British governments 
and politicians. B u t his disappointment 
in this instance taught him a very salu­ 
tary lesson. 
When he made the great 
discovery of his life—that by which it 
is possible to convert pig iron into steel 
by a simple and inexpensive process— 
he kept his discovery a secret. To some 
extent it is a secret to this day. T h e 
importance of the discovery can hardly 
be overestimated. 


Before the Bessemer process came 
into use steel oould not be bought under 
£60 
a ton, and its price prohibited its 
use in numberless departments of indus­ 
try where it is now considered essential. 
At that time, too, only 61,000 tons of 
oast steel were produced in Sheffield in 
a year. 
I n 1892, 88,546 tons of steel 
were manufactured in the world every 
day according to the Bessemer process, 
the selling price per ton averaging £ 8 
perhaps. 
It is chiefly due to Sir Henry 
Bessemer that one is almost as safe on a 
modern ocean steamship as on land, and 
that the modem structure of steel is 
nearly as imperishable as the Pyramids. 


Such a discovery, it might be sup- 
posed, would be hailqd with enthusiasm 
by those interested in the iron trade of 
Oreat Britain. 
Not a bit of i t 
Bes­ 
semer met with every possible discour­ 
agement. The steel manufacturers of 
Sheffield were dead against Kim from 
the first, and the government 
him.—Boston Commercial 


A BALL AT T H E ELYSEE. 


How the Plain Drens of Our Minister There 
Distinguishes Him. 


A modern ball at the palace of the 
Elysee, in Paris, whore the president of 
France lives, is an extraordinarily bril­ 
liant and picturesque Bight, for, besides 
the military Wrappings and gold braid of 
the army officers and the exquisite, del­ 
icately tinted toilets and elaborate coif­ 
fures of the Frenchwomen, theroare the 
varied " h a b i t s " of the many members 
of the diplomatic corps. Those uniforms 
alone are sufficient to furnish a brilliant 
mass of color and elaborate display. 
Described in detail and according to 
their nations, they are these: 


France.—A coat of dark blue, em­ 
broidered 
with 
gold 
ornaments and 
leaves. 


Russia.—A green tunic, embroidered 
in silver and figured in lilac. 


Germany.—A dark 
blue coat, em­ 
broidered in gold and faced with gold 
ornaments. 


Austria.—A coat of greeu cloth, em­ 
broidered with a gold acanthus palm. 


England.—A coat of dark blue, also 
embroidered with an acanthus palm of 
gold- 
Italy.—A coat of royal blue, puihroid- 
ered with golden leaves. 


Spain.—A cont of blue, embellished 
with gold leaves and ornamonta 


Portugal. — A coat of blue with golden 
•leaves. 


It should be remembered that the rank 
of a diplomat is shown by the embroid­ 
eries that adorn his uniform. T h e high­ 
er 
standing 
he has the groater the 
amount of gold that is upon his person. 
Embassadors and ministers plenipoten­ 
tiary have t.hrir collars and (•nffs, their 
breasts and the facings of their pockets 
set off with golden thread. 
The secre­ 
taries of embassies and the various con­ 
sul generals have just a shade less of 
adornment on their uniforms. 


F r o m an overplusage of gold lace the 
other extreme is readied in the conven­ 
tional evening clothes of tho American 
embassador, who appears a solemn and 
marked figure in the gay assemblages in 
his relief o f somber black ami white. 
The 
French presidents usually wear or­ 
dinary evening clothes, cut in the con­ 
ventional stylo, bnt their white 
shirt 
fronts are broken 
gorgeously by the 
broad red band of the Legion of Honor 
and the great star of that order.—New 
York World. 


Does the Eye See? 


The 
question asked in the headline 
may sound odd to you i f you have never 
taken the trouble to givo the subject 
serious thought, but I venture the broad 
statemont that you are not able to an­ 
swer the question "offhand. " I t is an 
admitted fact, I most confess, that the 
eye is the "organ of vision," yet there 
is but little doubt, even in the minds of 
opticians and physiologists, that the 
phenomena of " s e e i n g " is chiefly men­ 
tal—in other words, that it is the mind 
and not the eye that "sees. " How often 
have you seen a friend who seemingly 
was 
engaged in looking intently at 
somo object on the table, at the opposite 
side of the room or at some picture, who 
on being aroused from his day dream 
would confess that he was "looking at 
nothing in particular." 
T h e explana­ 
tion of thef:ict that he saw "nothing in 
particular" is plain enough i f properly 
set forth. 
I t is because his mind was 
busy with other times and sceneg. 


Faces, bits of wayside scenery, etc., 
were being presented to view in the 
panorama of the mind, and the "mind's 
eye"—or mental vision—was engaged 
in eagerly scanning pictures of impres­ 
sions made thereon months, years or 
scores of years before. 
Another test of 
this mind vision theory is to shut 
your 
eyes tightly and then ply the bruin to 
the task of recalling faces and forms 
that have not been seen by the eye for 
years. And, again, if yon want to know 
whether your companion looked at his 
watch with his brain or his eyes, ask 
him the time of day after he puts the 
timepiece in his pocket.—St. Louis Re­ 
public.

Under sections 429 10 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a lin<; of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment.

B R O O M 
H A N D L E S .

I n f o r m a t i o n A b o a t a n I n d u s ­ 
try of C o n s i d e r a b l e 
M a g n i t u d e . 


Thero is but a small amount of wood 
in a broom, but so many millions of 
these implements are used every year 
that the consumption of wood for broom 
handles is a considerable item. While it 
would have been almost impossible to 
sell a broom handle made of heavy hard 
wood a few years ago, at present the re­ 
verse is true. 


The manufacturer prefers hard wood 
because it does not require so large a 
bolt, can be turned down smaller and 
yet retain sufficient strength and can be 
ornamented more cheaply and artistical­ 
ly. 
Broom swith hard wood handles sell 
more readily und do not deteriorate in 
appearance like the soft wood handles. 
Any kind of 
inexpensive hard wood, 
such as beech, birch, maple or ash, 
makes acceptable handles, while springy 
woods like elms 
aie not salable, 
be­ 
cause one essential of a good broom is a 
straight handle. 


The manufacture of broom 
handles 
can only be made profitable when 
the 
timber runs largely clear. In the eastern 
states the timber wa.sto in making broom 
handles exceeds 50 per cent, while in 
the southwest it is usually less than 25 
per cent. 
There are four factories in 
Amsterdam, N. Y., one of which has a 
capacity of 1,200 finished brooms a day. 
They use hard wood handles from the 
south and west and get them for less 
than the bolts ready for the lathe can be 
furnished from native hardwood. 


The handles are 
turned green 
and 
dried afterward. The largo end on which 
the brush is wired 
must be thoroughly 
dry, or the broom will work loose. 
The 
drying of the upper part of the handle is 
of less consequence, except in the saving 
of freight. -^Southern Lumberman. 


A l u m i n i u m . 


In obtaining alumina from clay, ac­ 
cording to Hoibling, supposing a clay of 
a known strength in the alumina, for 
each molecule of the latter there is in­ 
corporated with the clay tliree molecules 
of ammonium sulphate and an almost 
equal weight of neutral potassium sul­ 
phate. 
One molecule o f the latter 
is 
theoretically sufllcieut, and the whole is 
well worked up and made into 
hollow 
bricks, those to be baked at 270 degrees 
to 280 degrees. The ammonium sulphate 
is then decOTttpofied iTitjuurid animiminra 
sulphate and ammouiacal gas, 
which 
may be collected in a condenser. 
The 
acid of the ammonium sulphate is first 
thrown upon the neutral potassium sul­ 
phate, 
which 
becomes acid sulphate, 
and the latter at this temperature, in 
presence of alumina and clay, is neu­ 
tralized by the alumina, forming double 
aluminium and potassium sulphate—i. 
e., alum. 
The bricks are then extracted 
by methodic lixiviation, and the silica 
may be used for cement. 
The alum is 
freed from iron by rocrystallization, and 
the solution may be treated for the pre- 
cipitatiou of the alumina by means of 
the ammonia which has been distilled 
off. 
To obtain the alumina in a granu­ 
lated state it is spread out upon 
stages 
in a tower travorsed from top to bottom 
by the hot moist ammonia obtained on 
baking the bricks.
